The examiner, Mr. Jonathan Ouellette, faxed me last week a copy of the above referenced 
Petition Decision as I never received the copy which the Office of Petitions apparently mailed to 
my prior address (14245 NW Melody Lane) and copied the same to some unknown address in 
Canada which we never submitted!
